In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The basis of the rejection of Claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112 was 
discussed. When the applicant had amended Claim 1 in response to the first office action, it had become unclear to 
the examiner whether or not the claim was still drawn to a composition. The applicant's representative was informed 
that if the claim remained drawn to a composition, than the application would need to be re-searched to ensure that 
was free of the prior art. The applicant's representative acknowledged that the claim is indeed still drawn to a 
composition. It was also acknowledged that the amendment of Claim 1 , in which the essential features of the now- 
cancelled Claims 2 and 4 were incorporated therein, was done to define the composition of Claim 1 in terms of a 
particular test result, and that the issue of clarity would be resolved in the applicant's response to the examiner's office 
action. 
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
